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SHOOTING NOTES 


By Max Baker. 


THE SHORT RIFLE AS A TARGET WEAPON. 

T the Bisley Meeting the hopelessness of trying to get 
any dependable results out of the short Lee-Enfield 
is becoming generally recognised. Nobody denies that 
here and there a chance specimen can be found which 
behaves admirably, but the cause is not manifest and 

ierefore the opportunity of imparting the quality to other 
fles is denied. My own suggested remedy of cutting away 
xhe interfering woodwork is apparently futile, for while the 
«{iect is to improve the rifle’s shooting at very long ranges it 
utterly ruins all chance of getting even a decent score at 2ooyds. 
Mr. Fulton, the veteran rifle expert, has devised a very practical 
remedy. He cuts down the 30in. barrel of that celebrated 
target performer, the “ territorial’’ rifle, otherwise the long 
Lee-Enfield, to the same length as that of the short, its normal 
3}lb. so becoming 241b., or six ounces heavier than the present 
snort barrel. He brings the complete altered weapon to virtual 
equality with the standard pattern by replacing the present 
useless ironmongery at the muzzle with an ordinary bayonet 
socket. Thus he preserves not only the shortness of the Service 
pattern rifle but practically all the lightness as well, these two 
together making it the best Service rifle in the world. Accuracy 
with the thicker barrel is superb, and balance much improved. 
Bisley has thus triumphed: it not only forcefully condemns 
the Service rifle as a weapon of accuracy, but shows how its 
defects can be remedied (at little or no cost if conducted pro- 
gressively), and this without sacrificing the sacred quality of 
handiness. Target shooting is undoubtedly suffering from 
the use of a rifle which breaks out into appallingly bad diagrams 
when humorously inclined, and can certainly not be relied on 
to make a possible when the aim more than justifies that result. 
The soldier, and more especially the Territorial and Public 
Schoolboy, are far too intelligent to display full keenness in a 
supposed trial of skill when it possesses the elements of a dis- 
heartening gamble. 


MATCH RIFLE ENTHUSIASTS. 

In walking down the line during the progress of the long 
range competition for the Wimbledon Cup I was amazed to 
find that the preponderance of grey and silvery locks had dis- 
appeared—in a word, that long range shooting with experimental 
rifles and optical sights is finding recruits among the rising 
generation. Perhaps the saddest feature of Bisley meetings 
during the past twenty years has been the gradual decay of 
the long range marksman. As the ranks grew thinner there 
was no new blood coming along to fill the gaps, and one at times 
pondered as to when the sparse array of heroic veterans would 
be compelled to admit that, useful as their work undoubtedly 
is, it could no longer be carried on. That they have not lost 
their old-time skill is the happiest aspect of their enduring effort, 
hence all the more ground for satisfaction that, by ploughing 
their lonely furrow, they have at last encouraged others to 
participate. Match rifle shooting has undoubtedly woken up 
since its experimental possibilities were definitely turned to 
useful ends. Its participants have worked out a useful and, 
for Hague Convention reasons, a necessary variation of the 
war-time bullet ; since then they have investigated the boat- 
shaped bullet, and are now devoting special attention to that 
bugbear of the modern rifle, metallic fouling. Even so, they 
need occasional jogging to keep them up to date. What right, 
for instance, have they to use the 30in. barrel of 3}lb. weight 
when the latest

THE ASHBURTON PUBLIC SCHOOLS RIFLE MATCH. 

Eton’s double win at Bisley follows on a succession of 
‘ars of hard work, not only on the ranges but also in the armoury 
ad by way of character study among the aspirants to a place 
1 the team. Sergeant Williams possesses exceptional gifts 


for judging who among the many in the corps possess the instinc- 
tive gift of shooting. Often he discerns what is wanted in small] 
and immature boys, who are thereafter granted special oppor- 
tunities for practice, the final choice of a team turning on the 
moral stamina which can do its best under the severe strain 
of competition. This year his team was exceptionally young, 
but it proved to have no weak places, and so made the high 
aggregate which won not only the Ashburton Shield but also 
the Country Lire Trophy for the best score at 500yds. The 
runners-up were in the nature of things of very high merit, 
one might even say of equal merit, for clearly when a similar 
effort is demanded from a large number of equally endowed 
and equally keen individuals very small incidents are liable 
at the finish to tip the scales. However, it is a great compe- 
tition and its preparation stages deserve the utmost support 
both from the rulers of our Public Schools and the War Office 
which controls the essentials of matériel. The spectacular features 
of the competition would draw a bigger public but for the fact 
that Bisley is virtually inaccessible except to motor cars. There 
is certainly a fair service to Brookwood, but the customary half- 
hour’s delay on the sun-scorched siding before the so-called 
tramway completes the journey is a sad reflection on railway 
organisation. Worse still is the return journey with practically 
only one train, ‘‘ plenty of room at the back ”’ resolving itself 
into stuffing as many as seventeen tired, heated and over-wrought 
lads, encumbered with rifles and kit-bags, into a single carriage, 
with perhaps a long journey into the provinces beyond.

I fixed a B.S.A. No. 12 club rifle in the vice rest and, having set 
up a card sheet at 25yds. range, fired ten rounds from each 
box, with the results here shown. There is, of course, no certainty 
that, however tightly a rifle is fixed, even when shooting these 
light-recoil cartridges, that the quite energetic jar due to discharge 
may not cause some shifting of the piece. My rest is virtually 
rigid, and that may not be quite so good as something possessing 
more spring coupled with a tendency to return to the original 
position. However, these questions apart, there can be no doubt 
that this test brings us to a very close knowledge of the ultimate 
power of accuracy of the rifle and cartridge as a combination. 
The target circle for the distance is in. diameter, hence there is 
a pretty test of skill in bringing a group of about this scoring 
value into coincidence with the circle which scores ten points 
for a hit. Miniature rifle shots are wonderful exponents of the 
art, and in it reside the essentials of skill with the military 
weapon. That the one is a sound preparation for the other is 
sufficiently proved by the remarkable agreement between the 
order of merit among the Public Schools in the Country LIFE 
Competition on the miniature range and of the Ashburton match 
as shot at Bisley. The agreement would be still greater if our 
Service rifle were made relatively as accurate as the modest .22. 


A SET-BACK IN GAME PROSPECTS. 

The terrible thunderstorms which swept the country on 
the roth and following days must have wrought severe damage 
to the promising stock of young partridges which by that time 
had attained a vigour capable of resisting all ordinary adversity. 
The devoted parents would no doubt sacrifice themselves in 
an effort to shield their young, but the sustained character of 
all the storms, coupled with the inability of dry and parched 
ground to swallow so great a delivery of water, must in the end 
have broken down the resisting power of a certain proportion. 
Assessment of the survivors is, of course, a matter for the future, 
since the worst tragedies and the successful emergences are 
alike hidden by the standing crops. More than one with whom 
I have discussed the possible effects pin their hope to the lusty 
state which the birds would have reached by the time the bad 
period set in, also to the fact that several of the worst storms 
occurred at night when the brood would be sheltered under 
the parents’ wings.

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CAMEO VASES 


BOOKS, 


F ali the wares invented or im- 
proved by Josiah Wedgwood, the 
most striking and distinctive is 
that which he discovered about 
1775 and christened in the year 
1776 by the name of “ jasper ” 

ware. It is most familiar to us in those delicate 
cameos in white on a ground generally blue. 
At first it took the shapes of small and dainty 
ornamental objects, excellently expressive of 
the prevalent taste of the time; then, after 
1780, vases were carried out. Cameo vases 
were much appreciated. The Duke of Portland 
lent the famous Barberini or Portland cameo 
glass vase to Wedgwood for three years to 
serve as a model, but it was only after five years 
of experiment that a copy good enough to 
merit the approval of Wedgwood was produced. 
The first issue of copies had a black ground : 
one of these is in the British Museum, where 
there is also a trial vase with blue ground, of 
which colour is the specimen in the Victoria 
and Albert Museum. 

Another famous Wedgwood vase is the 
“Pegasus ”’ in the British Museum, to which 
it was presented by Josiah Wedgwood in 1786. 
The frieze representing the Crowning of a 
Citharist was modelled by Flaxman from a 
Greek vase in the Museum. A large plaque 
of the same subject was described and illus- 
trated in these columns in CountTrRY LIFE of 
February 17th last. A blue and white vase 
of a more graceful and slender type with the 
“* Pegasus ”? cover belongs to the Victoria and 
Albert Museum: its frieze is decorated with 
figures of Apollo and the Muses, and its base 
rests on a plinth of rich design. Of still more 
graceful shape is a pair of vases in blue and 
white, with Bacchus, Terpsichore and dancing 
Bacchantes on the frieze, surmounted by deli- 
cate undulating stems, spirals and flowers of 
acanthus foliation. On the neck are leaves of 
unusual character, on the cover is a rayed 
flower, surmounted by leaves composing a 
flower shape. On the lower part of the body 
are leaves forming a cup, and on the base is 
very delicate formal ornament. The vases, 
one of which is reproduced by courtesy of 
Messrs. Stoner and Evans, are 18ins. in height. 

Books, illuminated and other manuscripts, 
autograph letters and_ historical documents 
from various properties will be offered by 
Messrs. Sotheby on July 25th and the following 
day. The chief features of the collection are 
the number and rarity of the early books and 
the series of over 140 volumes (in splendid 
condition and fine bindings) from the press 
of the Elzevirs. Many have been described 
as fine copies, several are uncut, while two 
or three are unopened, and some are first 
issues. Others are rare—for instance, the 
Persius Flaccus ‘“‘ Satyre,” 1684, containing 
the notes and commentary of David Wedder- 
burn of Aberdeen ; the “ Recueil de quelques 
piéces,” 1667, and ‘‘ Les Satyres,” of Regnier ; 
while others are interesting from their bindings. 
There are the Curtius ‘‘ Historiarum libri,’’ 
beautifully bound by Le Gascon for Sir Kenelm 
Digby ; the ‘‘ Opera’”’ of Florus, bound by 
Roger Payne; and bindings by Padeloup, 
Simier and Derome. There are other rare 
and early books to be sold on the first day, 
including St. Bernard’s “‘ de colloquio Symonis 
Petri ad hiesum ” from a Roman press, 1475 ; 
and a Mexican printed book of 1609, which is 
extremely rare, ‘‘ Sucesos de las Islas Filipanas,”’ 
by Antonio de Morga. Of Aldine productions 
there are many, the “Le Terze Rime” 
of Dante, and Statius’ ‘‘ Silvarum libri 
quinque ” being in first edition. Early and 
extremely rare are ‘‘Justino  uulgarizato 
justissimamente,” Justinus (translated by 
Hier. Squarciaficus), Venice, 1477; Valerius 
Maximus’ “‘ Facta et dicta,’’ Venice, 1471 ; and 
n “ Evangeli et Epistole,’’ Venice, 1476, which 
may be unique, for no other copy is known. 

Among the manuscripts of the second 
day’s sale is a richly illuminated missal for the 
usage of Rome, with very fine historiated and 
other initials, by an Italian scribe about 1480. 
It is in very fine condition and of folio size. 
An early English armorial manuscript, com- 
piled by Thomas Jenyns about the end of 
the fifteenth century, with 1608 coats of arms 
finely emblazoned in colours, is of national 
interest and importance. It belonged at one 
time to Sir Edward Walker, Garter King of 
Arms, and his coat is stamped on the binding.

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THROUGH AUSTRIA AND THE DOLOMITES BY MOTO 


OW that the fine weather is 

once more with us and the snows 

are fast melting in the hills, the 

thoughts of many who own cars 

turn to the idea of a motoring 
tour abroad during the summer. It is in 
order to help any who are in doubt which, 
of all the many lovely trips, to undertake 
that I am writing a short account of our 
experiences touring through Austria and 
the Dolomites last autumn: a party of 
four, including the chauffeur, and a 1921 
Rolls-Royce car. We had 
travelled leisurely from 
England through France and 
Switzerland, and on a _ hot 
afternoon in August we 
arrived at the frontier station 
of Buchs. It was 4.30 p.m. 
and we had come 140 miles 


from Axenstein on Lake 
Lucerne over the Klausen 
Pass. 


The Rhine flowed along 
on our right and we crossed 
it and also the frontier by a 
long wooden bridge. Just 
before the bridge is the Swiss 
custom house. Here they 
stamped our passports in one 
hut and were persuaded to 
stamp our carnet in another ; 
I say persuaded, because they 
would have let us go without 
this formality had we not 
stood over the old officer and 


handed him stamping 
machine! Here we also met 


a gentleman with a car, who 


strongly advised us to push on_ to 


Landeck, over the Arlberg Pass, that 
night as there are no decent hotels 
between Buchs and Landeck. On the 


other side of the Rhine we paid three 
francs for a laisser passer for Austria, and 
the receipt was given us by a decrepit old 
man in a sentry box at the next village. 
The Austrian customs are here, and several 
untidy, semi-uniformed men appeared, all 
unarmed ; they stamped our triptique 
(which was procured for us by the Swiss 
Automobile Club at Geneva), they also 
searched for gold and tobacco, but luckily

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opened the wrong box. The men seemed 
depressed and assured us that Austria could 
not last another month. 

We drove on to Felkirch and had a 
nasty tea for 7,000 kronen in a dirty inn, 
and felt as if we had been transformed 
to a new world. <A few miles off were the 
fat, happy, peaceful Swiss; and_ here 
were the sad, ruined Austrians; we felt 
guiltily rich and as if we had come 
to spy out the nakedness of the land. 
We drove on towards the Arlberg, pass-

ing many villages, and our car created 
interest, but not hostility. It was growing 
dark as we commenced to wind up the 
pass from Bludenz. There are no severe 
turnings before Stuben, after which hair- 
pins become more acute, but so well 
engineered that we only had to reverse 
twice. 

The Arlberg is certainly attractive and 
we wished it had not been so dark. The 
surface is bumpy and dusty, but is finely 
wooded with pines, rises to 6,oooft., and 
has fine views back over the Swiss Alps. 
Half way up two men stopped us and began

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painting the tyres with Jeyes’ fluid ; they 
explained that virulent foot and mouth 
disease had broken out in the vall-y we 
had just come through. It was dark 
when we ran down the long descen‘, but 
luckily there is no danger about it, and 
arrived at the Tyrolean frontier. Another 
old man demanded a toll of 7,000 kronen, so 
we gave him two Swiss francs and received 
his blessing. Landeck provided a clean 
inn, The Post, and we ate quite a good 
dinner, watched over by portraits of 
deceased Hapsburgs and 
trophies of chamois hunting. 

The next day we were 
up early and explored the 
little village, which would be 
an ideal place for a quiet, 
cheap holiday. It is in the 
centre of a quite unspoilt 
mountaineering district, and 
the only drawback we found 
was the absence of hot water, 
owing to the scarcity of fuel. 
Our total bill came to 16 fr., 
and to change a 100 fr. note 
they sent to the bank and 
returned with 1,000,000 
kronen in notes. We paid 
for our petrol in Swiss money 
as it has to be imported into 
Austria and paid for in foreign 
gold or notes. 

We then drove to Inns- 
bruck, getting more and more 
delighted with the country- 
side. It seemed so _ large, 
much wider than Switzerland, 
and the valleys are immense. 
At every other yard there is a calvary, 
erected usually to the memory of some 
forester or shepherd who has met his 
death by accident. 

The road is good till just before 
Innsbruck. We arrived at the Tirolcrhof 
for lunch and engaged rooms at 30:),000 
kronen a night, and paid 400,000 k onen 
for our lunch; so we soon discoverec that 
Innsbruck was not cheap in spite c: the 
exchange. We were only there ‘hree 
days and it depressed us to feel tht we 
were exploiting a weary, half-st rved 
people. The shops had nothing to se and

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would rather keep their goods than 
exchange them for useless Austrian notes. 

We made a few trips round Innsbruck 
and left on August 1st for Misurina in the 
Dolomites. We paid 1,000,000 kronen 
to the ‘Tirolerhof for rooms, tips and 
garage, about £5. We took the road 
leading to the Brenner Pass, about twenty 
miles. As a pass it is not the least inter- 
esting. It is the lowest of all the Alpine 
passes, being but 4,oooft. high, and has 
nothing striking in the way of scenery ; 
but it is the main road into Italy, so must 
be crossed sooner or later, as the new 
Here the 


frontier is on the summit. 
Italians have erected a huge marble 
pillar to commemorate their conquest 


of Stirol, 1914-1918. 

Some kindly, untidy Austrian soldiers 
stamped our triptique and passports for 
4,000 kronen (4d.) and we presented them 
with our last ten thousand note, much to 
their delight. 

A few yards on are the Italian 
Customs; smart soldiers armed to the 
teeth examined our passports and_ led 
us and the car to the Douanes in Brenner- 
hof station. We waited twenty minutes 
while the official wrote on our carnet, then 
he hunted all over the car for tobacco, 
tea, chocolate, and foreign gold ; luck was 
with us again, as he only found ladies’ 
clothes. He even shook both spare wheels 
and wanted to know the weight of both 
tyres. 

We stopped at Gossensass, a pretty 
spot for lunch half way down the pass. 
It is a small fashionable mountain resort 
with two excellent, expensive hotels full 
of smart Italians. Our route then lay 
through Sterzing, Mittelwald and Franzen- 
feste. Here there is a large disused fortress 
and cross roads, the right one going to 
Brixen, Klausen and Bozen, and the left, 
ours, going over the Pustherthal to Brun- 
neck and Toblach. The road surface is 
excellent. We had our first puncture en 
youte and sat and baked in the sun while 
the wheel was being changed. The road 
is steeply undulating and rises in easy 
curves all the way to Toblach. The pink 
peaks of the Dolomites drew closer in, 
unlike anything we had seen before. 

At Toblach we turned sharply to the 
right and passed through this little summer 
town, once so prosperous, now a mass of 
ruins from shell-fire. This is the beginning 
of the famously beautiful Ampezzo Pass, 
and the northern gate of the Dolomites. 
One enters at once into a beauty that is 
quite bewildering ; on either side of the 
road the grass is a mass of wild flowers, 
the happy hunting ground of botanists ; 
then the steep slopes of emerald green 
pines, and above these the mountains, 
orange, pink and elephant grey with 
purple shadows, rise up to 10,oo0oft. in 
“‘nightmareish,”’ fantastic shapes. 

It is worth coming all the way to see 
the peaks of Monte Cristello reflected in 
the greenest lake you ever saw, the Durren 
See. Schluderbach is also in ruins, so you 
either go on to Cortina or, like us, turn left 
to Misurina. The road had been perfect, 
but now deteriorated into a narrow, stony 
track, winding steeply up to 5,oooft. At 
the summit the pass widens out and there 
before you is the Misurina See and the 
Drei Zinnen. There are other peaks, too, 
but while you may forget them, you cannot 
forget the Drei Zinnen. 

I think we loved Misurina best of all 
our Dolomite paradises, and we only 
refrained from stopping there long because 
the big hotel is destroyed by war, and our 
auberge, clean as it was, did not produce 
either hot water or washing facilities for the 
car. The road runs south, and in front 
rise the great Sorospiss and Marmolotta 
peaks. A rise again to Tre Croce, 6,500ft., 
where Monte Cristello reappears. We 
stopped for refreshment at Tre Croce, 
where we met two enthusiastic Englishmen 
who begged us to stop on there, saying 
it was the best centre for walks and so 
much cooler than the valley at Cortina. 
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They were right, as we found Cortina hot 


and crowded with tourists. 

We stayed there three days, doing 
expeditions in all directions, returning 
one day to Tre Croce ; we found the hotel 
excellent and the walks all that had 
been described to us. On August 23rd 
we set off for the Karer See, seventy miles,

5,000ft. high and twenty-seven m es 
short of Bozen (Bolzano). 

We left the Ampezzo valley, turr ng 
sharply to the left in Cortina, and clim' ed 
up that marvellously engineered road— he 
Dolomieten Strasse—towards the | al- 
zarego Pass. Although we twisted ab ut 
the mountain side, in and out tunnels, 4e 
road is quite safe and any fairly powe1 ul 
car should climb it. We passed ma iy 
well kept military cemeteries in the p ne 
woods and there were signs of war eve y- 
where: huts, trenches, gun emplacements, 
even at the top of the most inaccessibie- 
looking peaks. 

The summit of the Falzarego is 
7,000ft.; there is a fine monument to 
commemorate the opening of the Dolo- 
mieten Strasse. Fresh mountains lay before 
us and we said good-bye to our Ampezzo 
peaks. 

This switchback road descends to 
Arraba, where the Pordoi Pass begins, aid 
there are thirty-seven hairpin corners to 
the top. We swung round them all, not 
having to reverse once. It is 8,oo0oft. 
high, but rather bleak and bare on this 
side. It was bitterly cold and a most 
annoying mist partly hid the wonderful 
view. However, we did see the pink 
Rosengarten in the distance and close by 
the Marmalotta (Queen of the Dolomites), 
with her glacier, and the flamelike wonder 
of the Lankofel and Sella Gruppe. We 
liked the descent of the Pordoi far better 
than the ascent; magnificent pine forests 
soften the bleakness and round each of 
the thirty-four hairpin corners we had 
glimpses of the valley with Canazei 
nestling under the shadow of the momen- 
tous heights. 

We had an excellent lunch at Canazci 
and afterwards wandered on the fourteen 
miles to Karer See. There is a control at 
Campitello where we paid 5 frs. and drove 
up the narrow winding road of the Karer 
Pass with great care; it is very lovely. 
At the top there is a simple inn, the Karer 
Pass Hotel, and here are green uplands with 
trees. Far away in front we saw the tips 
of the splendid Ortler group and the snow 
peaks bordering Switzerland; on our 
immediate right was the Rosengarten like 
a huge wall, and on our left the Latimar, 
another pink wall. 

Two more hotels dotted down thie 
pass and then in an oasis of green one 
comes upon that marvellous erection, 
the Karer See Hotel. It is twenty-seven 
miles from a railhead and is entirely scl!- 
contained, even to keeping its own cows 
and shops. 

The famous green lake we all rushed 
to see is a fraud, for after searching te 
forest we found a small pool surrounc.d 
by mud. We came to love Karer See— it 
possesses the great advantage of having «Il 
the walks and climbs at its door; th ;e 
who do not want to be strenuous can st) dll 
for ever in the pine forest. We were h ‘e 
twelve days and when we were tired of 
walking we drove up more passes in ‘ie 
car. We returned to the Pordoi and, tak 1g 
a left turn half way up, we crossed .¢ 
new Sella Pass, the highest pass in ie 
Dolomites, as it beats the Pordoi bya_ w 
hundred feet. It is really a sporting 
as the road is very rough, like the bed « 
river, the turns are very sharp and so 
no parapets have been built to prev 
one’s rolling down the precipice ; but 
got over and down the other side with it 
mishap. The top of the pass brought 5 
to within a stone’s throw of three fam: 1s 
climbs—the Five Finger Spitz, the Gr 1- 
mann Spitz and the Lankofel. 

Another day we spent on the R« ¢ 
Pass, 6,o0oft. It has the reputation f 
being the most lovely of them all. It 's 
beautiful in all its length; first up ‘5 
grassy meadows and then through '‘s 
immense spruce forests, the trunks »f 
which rise up like the pillars of sore 
infinite cathedral. The mountain of moun- 
tains, the Cimonedella Pala, crowns it all ; 
one wonders how it came to happen ;_ its

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almost too lovely and cannot be described 
for there are no words which are really 
adequate. 

There used to be good inns on both 
sides of the Rolle Pass, but war has swept 
them all away and only St. Martino is 
rebuilt, in pure white. It looks down on the 
plains of Italy and along the amazing 
towers of the Pala chain. The road is of 
unusual excellence and the gradient easy, 
but it is one of the longest passes 

Ultimately we sadly packed up, as 
we decided to run up the Mendel Pass, 
5,000ft., and then to go on via Meran to 
the highest road in Europe—the Stelvio. 
The Mendel Pass branches off from Bozen 
(which is really the Clapham Junction of 
the Tyrol as it lies in a network of valleys 
like a spider with many legs). There are 
fifteen miles of stiff collar work to the 
summit of the Mende! and the windings of 
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the road from an engineering point of 
view are very fine, as it is cut out of the 
rock, with splendid parapets all the way 
up to support it, but it is not worth doing. 
It has become the Rigi of Tyrol; the 
hotel on the top is one of those at which 
no one ever stops longer than twenty- 
four hours, just to see the sunset over the 
Dolomites. The walks are littered with 
paper and their objective is always a 
hideous belvedere. 

We left next day for Meran. I do 
not like towns much, especially when they 
are in hot valleys, so I have not much 
praise for Meran, picturesque though it is, 
with its large fruit market full of delicious 
fruits. We paddled about for three days 
in the rain and then a gleam of sun 
encouraged us to leave the Dolomites 
behind and seek fresh passes farther 
west.

HOT WEATHER MOTORING 


E poor Britishers have so 

very little really hot weather 

that we are inclined to forget 

that anything but frost can 

affect our treatment of our 

cars. We know that for the greater part 

of the year we must be on guard against 

frozen water in their cooling systems, 

and we are always glad to hear of new 

devices for heating further the cosy 

interior of a well closed body, so that we 

forget that, just as the car can be made 

to accommodate us and our immediate 

requirements when the thermometer is 

hovering round about zero, so can it be 

“ treated ’”’ when Kew is registering over 

100° in the shade and the streets of the 

city are more like those of some tropical 
town. 

In some parts of the world “ open 


“ lowered ”’ by being removed completely, 
and the reason for this apparently queer 
practice is not that heavy showers are 
so frequent, but that the temperature is 
normally so high as to convert the pleasure 
of sitting in a moving car that someone 
else is driving into a real labour. Fixed 
hoods would never do for us in England, 
for, being human, we want most that 
which is offered to us least often and we 
will not shut out the sunshine. But when 
we get too much of the concentrated 
essence of a thing, however good it may 
be, those one-man hoods that manu- 
facturers talk about so loudly and so 
proudly can be very welcome. Strangely 
enough, many car owners seem ignorant 
of this one among the many advantages 
that the car gives them over their fellow 
men. Raise the hood, open the wind screen, 
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in hot or sultry weather outside a runni: 
stream or mountain tarn. If the wi 
screen be of the single panel kind so th 
it cannot be opened, no matter. Tilt 
backwards—i.e., with its top  pointii 
into the car—and the effect is just 

good. It may come as news to those wi 
have not actually tried it, but tilting 
wind screen forward —i.e., with its t 
pointing over the bonnet—will redu 
and not increase the draught inside ; 
car, unless the tilting be carried to ; 
point where the screen is approximatii 
to a horizontal position. 


CAR VENTILATION. 


With a closed car little can be doie 
beyond the obvious opening of both scree 1 
and windows, and the bodywork of tle 
closed car does not, for some incompr:- 
hensible reason, create such pleasing 
draughts as the simple Cape-cart hoo. 
Car ventilation is a fine art that has not 
yet been fully exploited because there is 
really but little call for it, and other 
developments are much more pressing. 
Something, however, is being done, and 
it is now becoming “ the thing ”’ for quite 
middle class cars to have ventilators in 
the scuttle, so that the driver and the 
passenger at his side shall not be over- 
powered in hot weather by the added 
heat finding its way inwards from the 
engine. The fitting of such ventilators 
when they are not provided by the makers 
is a simple matter, and all the big accessory 
houses can offer a wide choice of design. 
For efficiency those of the ship type are 
the best, but they are apt to detract from 
rather than add to the appearance of 
the car when for any reason they cannot 
be mounted in a more or less vertical 
position on the “‘ top-sides ”’ of the scuttle. 
This location may be difficult with cars 
having their fuel tanks carried in the 
scuttle, and even if the ventilators can 
be fixed their utility may be affected 
by the impeding tank underneath.

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For cases like this there are available 
small, unobtrusive ventilators that fit on 
either side of the scuttle lower down— 
approximately on a level with the control 
pedals. These deliver a welcome draught 
of cool air round the feet of the occupants 
of the front compartment, and, while 
tending to bring the heat and smell of 
the engine upwards, also serve to dilute 
them very usefully. Such ventilators 
may be fitted easily by an experienced 
body-worker, but the amateur is to be 
‘warned off ’’ the attempt to economise 
by doing the job for himself. He may 
easily cause far more damage to the coach 
and paintwork of his car than he will 
consider recompensed by the presence 
of the ventilators. 


REMOVING ENGINE HEAT. 


Several chassis designers have recently 
shown appreciation of the fact that, 
even if our climate be not remarkable for 
the heat to which it treats us in summer- 
time, yet owners of cars desire to feel 
the heat and smells of their engines none 
the more. The incorporation of vanes 
in the flywheel and the making of the 
bonnet into an almost air-tight compart- 
ment cause all engine effervescences to 
be carried away under the floor boards of 
the car and so kept away from the passen- 
gers, quite apart from the advantages 
of this system of auxiliary cooling, with 
the elimination of the fan and its drive. 
Messrs. Armstrong Siddeley Motors have 
realised this aspect of the value of their 
“fan flywheel’’ feature, but other cars 
have it and the number is increasing, 
probably without any such full recognition 
on the part of designers. But whether it 
be adopted to reduce production costs 
and to provide at the same time a very 
efficient fan substitute, matters little to 
the owner of the car, who gets the full 
benefit just the same. 

Although the point is, perhaps, hardly 
worthconsidering tothe extent of influencing 
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a purchaser’s opinion in favour of one car 
against another, the practice of bringing 
down the exhaust pipe from the manifold 
at the front of the engine instead of the 
more usual rear is a distinct asset when it 
comes to hot weather travelling, though 
here, unfortunately, the converse applies 
that in cold weather less benefit is derived 
from the warmth of the engine. When 
an engine runs habitually hot and when 
the exhaust manifold has its outlet con- 
ventionally placed at the rear, the only 
practical remedy is the fitting of over-size 
ventilators ; the modification of a forward 
exhaust pipe is seldom practicable and 
would invariably be an expensive under- 
taking, probably involving much more 
than the mere provision of a new manifold 
and exhaust piping, and even more pro- 
bably involving a new exhaust pipe of 
such shape that its convolutions would 
send up the working temperature of the 
engine and the consumption of cooling 
water and oil by leaps and bounds. Most 
important, also, in the prevention of engine 
heat and smells from reaching the interior 
of‘the car are well fitting floor boards. 


‘“DOCTORING’’ AN ENGINE. 


Not very long ago I said to an ac- 
quaintance who had recently acquired 
his first car that a certain car that I had 
been driving gave no indications of boiling 
even on the hottest of days. His retort 
was characteristic and revealed a mis- 
conception about the functioning of internal 
combustion engines that is widespread. 
He said: ‘‘ But surely you do not mean 
to suggest that changes in atmospheric 
temperature in that part of the world— 
where the yearly average is higher than 
in England—would be sufficient to affect 
the functioning of the cooling system ? ” 
In other words, he thought that I was 
suggesting that the higher atmospheric 
temperature was enough to raise the 
water so appreciably nearer to boiling 
point that the engine would the more 
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easily complete the attainment of + Lis 
undesirable figure! While there is, of 
course, a certain amount of common s se 
in this reasoning, it is, I think, very dow t- 
ful if atmospheric temperature diy: ily 
influences the efficiency of a car coo’ ng 
system by, as it were, reducing the amc nt 
of work the engine must do to get he 
water up to boiling point. Neverthe! ss, 
it is a fact that most drivers will h ve 
observed that the hotter the day the hi¢ ier 
the water consumption of the eng 
provided no precautions have been ta!.°n. 

These precautions may take the fi rm 
of increasing the efficiency—or the capac ity 
—of the radiator, or reducing the hat 
that the engine is likely to generate. ‘ihe 
former is impossible, except by such simple 
methods as ensuring that the radiator 
is working properly, of which more anon; 
the latter is fairly easy. Consideraly 
finer jets may be used in a carburettor 
in hot weather than in cold, while ‘he 
effect of finer jets may be alternatively or 
further secured by the reduction of the 
hot air supply to the carburettor. When, 
as is frequently the case, the carburettor 
is supplied with two air intakes, one for 
hot air from the exhaust and one for air 
that has not been previously heated, with 
means of regulating the admission value 
of each, it will pay to reduce the hot air 
supply and increase the cold—provided, 
of course, that the total amount of air 
admitted to the carburettor is not reduced. 
Similarly, if the whole of the air supply is 
from an exhaust jacket, cutting out of 
this by the boring of an adequate hole 
in the pipe from jacket to carburettor is 
to be commended. The hole so cut may 
be readily closed, when the cold weather 
inevitably returns, by the mounting of a 
sleeve over the pipe and hole; and such 
a sleeve, with a corresponding hole in 
it and mounted so that it may be revolved, 
will incidentally provide a permanent 
extra air supply capable of regulation.

The Black Dog. Tales by A. E. Coppard. 
(Cape, 7s. 6d.) 

MR. A. E. COPPARD has a manner of story 
telling which is all his own—a distinguished 
manner. He can touch the pitch of the 
ordinary, of crime or of the much exploited 
—in fact pitch of almost any sort—and 
go undefiled, still himself, still making what 
he means to make of the matter, with a 
splendid certainty of aim. There are eighteen 
stories in his book—one deals with a deli- 
cate-minded man of the classes and a woman 
of the masses who is his opposite and 
another with circus folk; a third is, after a 
fashion, an allegory ; another is an Irish story ; 
some are country stories — cleverly touched- 
in country, too ; some are stories of the town. 
One and all, they are the work of a strongly 
marked personality, their episodes are seen 
truly but individually, and they are literature. 
Some of them are rather ugly stories, perhaps, 
in places where real life often is ugly, but 
there are rare splashes of beauty in them, 
~ scarcely one falls beneath the level of the 
dest. 


White Stacks, by William Hewlett. (Hurst 
and Blackett, 7s. 6d.) 

IT was Mr. W. W. Jacobs who first discovered 
the humorous possibilities of dishonesty. All 
his characters take a delight in deceiving, mis- 
leading and despoiling one another, and we, the 
broad-minded public, take a delight in watching 
them do it. All we demand is that their dis- 
honesty shall be ingenious; we really do not 
mind how heartless it is. Mr. William Hewlett 
has added to this sort of literature. The story 
opens by introducing us to a young man called 
Victor Stanniforth, who is engaged in writing 
an epic poem of dubious inspiration. While 
on a visit to town he meets an old school 
acquaintance, Bellamy, whom he invites to 
stay with him at Maplehurst, the happy, pros- 
perous and peaceful village in which he lives. 
Bellamy, as to whom Stanniforth knows 
remarkably little, is soon persona grata with the 
entire village, for he is an engaging and cheerful 
young man and good all-round at games. The 
manner in which Bellamy, really an audacious 
and clever adventurer, fools the entire village is 
quite amusing, and the character studies of the 
village personalities are exceptionally good. 
An eminently readable novel.

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SMART TRAVELLING SUITS 


RIDES are by no means alone 

in desiring to look their best 

when on a journey; and one 

looks back with horror to the 

days when an old pepper and salt 
waterproof comprised the piéce de résistance 
of travelling attire. 

Naturally, the improved travelling 
facilities have had more than a little to do 
with this added spice of vanity, for one is 
very much in evidence in Pullmans. 
Anyway, whatever the cause, the decree 
all round is for more attractive dressing ; 
consequently, the representative houses are 
now full of orders for chic suits and wraps. 

The latter alone would take a tome 
to describe. Alluring affairs of light-weight 
gabardine, velours and duvetyn—some 
just the easiest of slip-ons, the sleeves 
emerging out of the body part; others 
in bold checks and over-checks, modelled 
on the loose, free lines of a man’s overcoat 
with Raglan sleeves ; while not a few have 
short supplementary capes and _ follow 
the draped lines of the gowns that are 
still being so much worn.

A CENTENARY 


NCE upon a time, quite a long time ago, before the reader or the writer, 
before, in fact, everybody or nearly everybody now living, was born or 
thought of, a certain Mr. Charles Gregory, who was a partner in a city firm 
which made carpets and merino damasks, silk tabarets and all sorts of charming 
things of that kind, decided to start such a business for himself. That was in 1823, 
when Queen Victoria was a little girl of four and before a single railway was running, 
which makes it feel longer ago than merely mentioning the date, for a hundred years 


can be a long time or a short time as we happen to look at it. There 


something rather attractive in the thought that by going to No. 19, Old Cavendish 
Street one can discover that Mr. Gregory’s shop of a hundred years ago is still carried 


on, though at a new address, by a grand-nephew of its founder and still 
beautiful textiles and fine old furniture, 


some extraordinarily fine sixteenth century Persian rugs are to be seen 


Old Cavendish Street, quite collector’s specimens, and one rare and very curious 


Persian carpet, its design symbolical of a Persian garden. Very few 


this sort are to be found anywhere in England either in collections or private houses. 
Antique furniture, particularly of the Tudor period, has come to be almost more 
associated with the firm in the public mind than the fabrics which were their original

Messrs. Gregory and Co. were one of the 
first of such firms to introduce fine antique Eastern carpets and rugs into this country 
in any number. Later on, beautiful old Chinese carpetings were added. In the matter 
of textiles a special study has been made of the reproduction of the designs and colour- 
ings of English needlework and fabrics of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 
in printed linen and cotton materials which have proved of the very greatest service 
in houses of those periods and their modern replicas. At the present moment

fine pieces. One, the Elizabethan oak buffet, is from 
Ightham Moat, in Kent, and is in remarkably perfect 
condition. It is 4ft. in height and 3ft. gins. by 1ft. gins.

detail of decoration as the fine example of about the 
same date now in the South Kensington Museum. 
The other, a most interesting piece of furniture, is the 
oak draw-table of the same period, with beautifully 
carved bulbous legs and frieze typical of the best work 
of the period.
